Mexico City, Dec. IO.—The Mexican 
congress nullified the presidential elec­ 
tions. 
New elections are called for 
next July. 
Congress, according to this action, 
expects General Huerta to remain In 
the presidency for at 
least seven 
months more and if the time neces­ 
sary for the selection and installation 
of his successor is taken into con­ 
sideration it will b e well towards the 
end of Septemb er next year b efore 
he yields his power. 
In voting that the recent presiden­ 
tial election was null the deputies 
decided to fix the first Sunday in July 
1914, as the date for the new election. 
They also confirmed the position of 
General H uerta as provisional presi­ 
dent until then. 
The action of the deputies was ac­ 
companied b y no-'dehate. 
The com­ 
m ittee’s report was approved without 
a dissenting vote. 
It was not until 
the last clause was read, referring to 
General Huerta as provisional presi­ 
dent, that the chamb er gave evidence 
other than that of a well trained or­ 
ganization. 


Deputiaa Shout for Huerta. 
When the reading clerk 
stopped 
some one b egan applauding and then 
instantly the deputies were shouting 
vivas for Huerta. 
The m easures taken also provide 
for the election of a new cpngress 
since the one elected 
to take the 
place of that dissolved b y Huerta is 
tc serve out an unexpired term which 
should term inate on Sept. 15. 
The reason given for nullifying the 
elections was the insufficiency of the 
numb er of votes cast. It was stated 
that 
the entire numb er 
of voting 
places in the repub lic is 14,225 and 
that returns were received from 707. 
Although there were no dissenting 
votes in the chamb er on the commit­ 
tee report it was noted that the Cath­

W ashington, Dec. IO.—With its au­ 
thorized strength increased b y 3,259 
men the United States army lost in­ 
stead of gained numb ers during the 
fiscal year just closed. 
Including the 
Philippine scouts the army had 86,* 
569 men, compared with 87,965 twelve 
months b efore. 
Adjutant General George Andrews 
in his annual report commented upon 
the fact that 80 per cent of the appli­ 
cants for enlistm ent at recruiting sta­ 
tions were rejected, while 14 per cent 
of those accepted sub sequently were 
rejected at depots. 
Desertions during the past year ag­ 
gregated 4,451, or 5.48 per cent or the 
enlisted force of the army, as against 
4.43 per cent during the preceding fis­ 
cal year.

St. Louis, Dec. IO.—The personnel 
of the receivership of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroad was sepa 
rated from the directorate and officer­ 
ship of the road when W. C. Nixon 
and W. B. Biddle, receivers, resigned 
as president and vice president re­ 
spectively and as directors. 
Thomas H. West, chairman of the 
b oard of directors of the St. Louis 
Uaion Trust company, which financed 
many Frisco affairs b efore the re­ 
ceivership, and a director of the road 
itself, already had vacated the office 
at receiver—his 
resignation having 
b een accepted—and Judge Jam es W. 
Lusk of St. Paul succeeded Mr. W est 
as receiver. 
The resignation of Mr. W est as re­ 
ceiver and the retirem ent of Nixon 
and Biddle from their railroad offices 
was due to the investigation into the 
affairs of the road conducted b y the 
interstate commerce commission. 
This was stated practically in the 
letter of Judge Sanb orn, in which he 
accepted the resignation of Mr. West. 
and in the joint letter of resignation 
sent b y Messrs. Nixon and Biddle. 


Clim ax 
of Im portant

Their resignation came as the cli­ 
max of Important developments 
In 
Frisco affairs. 
Two hours b efore they were turned 
in to the b oard of directors William 
Niles of New York, who owns 600 
shares of Frisco stock, had applied 
through his attorney to Judge San­ 
b orn in the federal circ u t court for 
permission to b ring suit against cer­ 
tain officers and former officers of thw 
road to compel them to restore indi­ 
vidual profits aggregating $3,975,000. 
which he alleged they had made In 
the promotion of feeder lines and 
their sales to the Frisco. 
Judge Sanb orn granted Niles per­ 
mission to b ring the restitution suiL 
The Frisco receivers flied a peti­ 
tion in 
the 
United 
States district 
court asking permission to file a res­ 
titution suit against the former direc­ 
tors and other officers of the St. Louin 
and San Francisco railroad who worn 
memb ers of the syndicate which b uilt 
the Brownsville road and then sold ta 
the Frisco at a profit of several mil­ 
lion dollars. 
This was the second 
suit of the kind.

The older employer may be persuaded 
to give another trial perhaps, and, 
back at the work in which Tie was 
first successful, the man may do well 
again. 
Or, to take another instance, the 
school teacher may testify that the 
children always come to school well 
cared for and in good condition, and 
this may have a distinct bearing up­ 
on the care of the family because of 
the pride taken in the children by 
their father and mother. 
At least 
there is more to build on where such 
pride exists. 
Or, in still another case, the man’s 
relatives and those of his wife may 
recall happenings in the past which, 
throw a ilood of light on his recent 
desertion, 
and 
suggest, 
moreover, 
which means will succeed and which 
fail in bringing the couple together 
once more. 
Or, from the old neighbors of a 
family which has since moved may 
be gained corroborative evidence to 
the fact that the parents, now seem­ 
ingly respectable, are really placing 
their older children in moral danger, 
by reason of their frequent carous- 
ings. 
In other words, it is necessary to 
obtain information regarding a fam­ 
ily from a number of different people, 
if the real truth is to be cevealed and 
the real way out to be Indicated. 
Treatment 
follows 
investigation, 
just as treatment follows diagnosis 
in the case of the physician. 
As 
everyone knows, a large part of treat­ 
ment must be worked out by the pa­ 
tient himself; the physician can only 
help and suggest. 
So it is here; we 
must work WITH not merely FOR the 
family. 
A plan for the rehabilita- 


school age on the days or at the hours 
when the mother is away. 
Or it may 
seem best, if she is frail, to keep her 
at home altogether, by increasing the 
pension. 
It may involve also the 
question of giving special training to 
the young girl in fhe family who is 
near the working age 
and

In irany cases the problems are more 
complex. 
It must not be imagined, because 
the illustrations given so far ref v to 
families in whirl, tbe way to positive 
improvement 
is 
plainly 
indicated, 
that severer m easuus have not to be 
used in other ^ases, even though th. se 
measures involve incidental mise.y 
One of the stronges; principles of the 
work is that ovo.y cne in a famitv or 
re'ated to it must assume his fu’l 
moral responsibilities, and that the-*- 
should not be borne b> the communi­ 
ty as a whole. 
The kind of responsibilities indi­ 
cated above is best illustrated by 
the shirking of family duties by the 
deserting or non-supporting husband 
and father. 
The society takes no 
middle ground with reference to him, 
or the lazy adult son who refuses to 
support his mother. 
It absolutely 
refuses, and gets others to refuse, 
to support a family of this sort until 
criminal proceedings have been taken 
against the husband or son, or until 
he has been induced by milder meas­ 
ures to assume his burden. 
It be­ 
lieves, if worst comes to worst, that 
rather than encourage desertion and 
non-support, such families should be 
broken up. 
On the other hand, it 
agrees with alacrity to spend money 
to bring back a deserting husband 
from another state and punish him for 
his crime. 
When once it has a hold 
upon the deserter or non-supporter, 
it will do its best to reestablish the 
family. 
This policy may seem to 
entail suffering upon innocent peo­ 
ple. 
If, however, these radical meas­ 
ures are not taken, the family will 
suffer cruelly; the severer course is 
the most merciful one. 
This is but 
one illustration, in rough outline, of 
one of the many ways in which the 
Associated Charities strikes at the 
roots of family disintegration.

It may be necessory to secure employ, 
ment for the oldest girl, to arrange 
for a course in domestic science for 
the wife, to secure the co-operation 
of the truancy department for the 
wilful boy who shirks school, to ask 
the aid of the health department in 
abating a bad sanitary condition in 
or near the home, and to provide a 
certain amount of relief until the 
husband is able to return to work. 
A single family may present all these 
separate problems and more than 
these. 
They are best worked out In 
relation to one another, and t(his 
means co-operation, obviously, on the 
part of all interested. 
Co-operation is becoming the watch, 
word in the business world, but has 
been very little developed In the char, 
itable field. 
People have gone on the 
assumption that it was the easiest 
thing in the world to deal with hu­ 
man beings. 
As a matter of fact. It 
is the hardest thing in the word. The 
best way to deal successfully with 
destitution is to have as many as pos­ 
sible of the Individuals, societies and 
churches that are Interested in the 
charitable work of the community 
allied together in the committees of 
the Associated Charities. 
These committees, after obtaining 
full data from the trained workers 
of the Associated Charities, will agree 
as to the plan to be followed out and 
the part to be played In tha t plan by 
the different societies or organiza­ 
tions, Including the paid workers of 
the Associated Charities itself. 
Thus, in the case of a self-respect­ 
ing widow who is struggling to sup­ 
port her three small children, the 
plan may involve the agreement of a 
church to give a pension of $2 a week 
on tbe understanding that another 
organization may agree to give an­ 
other $2. 
At the same time, an in­ 
dividual may agree to find the kind 
of employment which will take the 
mother out of the home only a part 
of the week or a part of the day, leav­ 
ing her time to look after her own 
household. 
This arrangement will

We say ends, because usually there 
is more than one problem involved. 
It may be necessory to secure employ­ 
ment for the oldest girl, to arrange 
for a course in domestic science for 
the wife, to secure the co-operation 
of the truancy department for the 
wilful boy who shirks school, to ask 
the ald of the health department in 
abating a bad sanitary condition in 
or near the home, and to provide a 
certain amount of relief until the 
husband is able to return to work. 
A single family may present all these 
separate problems and more than 
these. 
They are best worked out in 
relation to one another, and tpiis 
means co-operation, obviously, on the 
part of all interested. 
Co-operation Is becoming the watch­ 
word in the business world, but has 
been very little developed in the char­ 
itable field. 
People have gone on the 
assumption that it was the easiest 
thing in the world to deal with hu­ 
man beings. 
As a matter of fact, It 
is the hardest thing in the word. The 
best way to deal successfully with 
destitution is to have as many as pos­ 
sible of the individuals, societies and 
churches that are interested in the 
charitable work of the community 
allied together in the committees of 
the Associated Charities. 
These committees, after obtaining 
full data from the trained workers 
of the Associated Charities, will agree 
as to the plan to be followed out and 
the part to be played in th a t plan by 
the different societies or organiza­ 
tions, including the paid workers of 
the Associated Charities itself. 
Thus, in th e case of a self-respect­ 
ing widow who is struggling to sup­ 
port her three small children, the 
plan may involve the agreement of a 
church to give a pension of $2 a week 
on the understanding that another 
organization may agree to give an­ 
other $2. 
At the same time, an in­ 
dividual may agree to find the kind 
of employment which will take the 
■mother out of the home only a part 
of the week or a part of the day, leav­ 
ing her time to look after her own 
household.
